WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—F uneral 
services for Mrs. Woodrow Wilson were 
held in the east room of the. Whit- 
House at 2 o'clock this afternoon, after 
which her body was taken to a special 
train for Rome, Ga., for burial beside 
those of her father and mother. 

Prayers were said and a simple brief 
funeral service was conducted in the 
presence:.of a small company, to which 
the committees of Congress, members 
of the Cabinet and a few close persona! 
friends were the only ones admitted be- 
sides the family. 

Mrs. Wilson's body, until an hour be- 
fore the service, lay in the room in 
which she died. Then it was taken to 
the east room, where flowers from many 
folks in all walks of life were banked 
almost to the high ceilings. A quiet 
crowd gathered: outside-- the White 
House gates. 

The Rev. J. H. Taylor, whose church 
the President has attended, opened the 
services with Seriptura}’ reading from 
the fifteenth chepter of First Corin- 
thians and the fourteenth chapter of 
St. John, and then the Rev. Dr. Beach 
of Princeton, N. J., began prayers. 
There Was no music. 

Dr. Beach said thé following prayer: 

This day, Oh Lord, we bless Thee 
?ér all those who have died in the 
Loré and Who now rest from their 
labor, ‘having tTéceived the end of 
their faith, even the salvation of 
their souls. 

Especially we: call to remembrance 
thy loving kindness and tendér mer- 
cies to this Thy servant. For all 
Thy goodness which withhelé not her 
portion in the joys.of this earthly 
life, and for Thy guiding hand along 
the way of her helpfulness; we ‘give 
Thee thanks and praise. Especially 
we bless Thee for Thy grace that 
kindled in her heart the love of Thy 
dear name, that enabled her to fight 
‘the good fight, and to obtain the vic- 
tory.

“The Germans, on seeing spaces be- 
tween the forts open before them, en- 
groups Thursday eve- 
Among those who entered were 
Gen. von Emmich, commander of the 
Tenth Army Corps, and his staff. At 
the Citadel, which is the barracks, the 
Governor and the Burgomaster of Liege 
were informed that, unless the town 
and forts surrendered, the Germans 
would bombard the town and raze it 
completely. On orders from his Govern- 
ment, the Governor then left the town. 

“Friday night 17 notables of Liege, 
headed by the Bishop, Burgomaster an: 
Sheriff, with some deputies, proceeded 
to the Citadel and begged Gen. von Em- 
mich not to bombard the town. The 
General replied that the town and forts 
must surrender or he would begin the 
bombardment. The Germans asserted 
that the peasants in the district had 
committed hostile acts against them. 

“All the members of the deputation 
were detained as hostages, and it is 
not yet known whether they have since 
been liberated.”’ 

Other newspaper acocunts say the 
members of the deputation were placed 
in the citadel, and that Gen. von Em- 
mich depended on their presence there, 
as hostages, to keep the forts from 
firing on the citadel, where his own 
gunners were nlaced with Krupp field 
guns to overawe the inhabitants of 
Liege. He also placed field batteries 
and machine guns in some of the pub- 
lic squares, and his troops intrenched 
themselves in the square. 

School and public buildings were used 
for quartering troops, but private homes 
were not molested. German soldiers 
paid in German money for such articles 
as they were able to buy in the few 
stores remaining open. 

Many of the people of Liege resnained 
in cellars Friday evening, guarding their 
valuables, but came out Saturday, when 
they were assured that there would be 
no pitage by the soldiery. They saw 
the German cooks busy making soup In 
great pots for the famished soldiers, and 
they saw also piles of bodies, awaiting 
identification, in the Place Marche (mar- 
ket place.) 

Gen. von Emmich, in a proclamation, 
renewed his threat of destroying the 
city with his artillery, and said civilians 
had, fired on his troops, and that if this 
offense was repeated, the city would 
Perish.

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AUSTRIAN FLEET 
GOES 10 GERMANS 
AID IN ADRIATIC 


Forty-Eight Trainloads of Dual 
Monarchy’s Troops on Way : 
to Alsace. 


ROME, via Paris, Aug. 10.—An Aus- 
trian fleet of 13 battleships and iv tor- 
pedo boats is said to be going at full 
steam’ toward the Strait of Otranto, 
which connects the Adriatic with the 
Ionian Sea. The probable purpose of 
the fleet is to give succor to the Ger- 
man cruisers Goeben and Breslau, which 
have been reported in that vicinity. 

The Goeben and Breslau, which re- 
cently were forced to leave Messina, 
Sicily, afe reported to have succeeded 
in passing through the Straits of Ot- 
ranto into the Adriatic Sea. 
Forty-eight train loads of Austria. 
troops from the Tyrol arrived yester- 
day at Leopoldshoehe in Baden, north- 
west of Basel, Switzerland. They were 
on their way to Alsace to agsist the 
Germans. 

Two Austrian cruisers bombarded An- 
tivari, Montenegro Saturday morning, 
according to advices brought to Bari, 
near Brindisi, by steamer. Besides the 
wireless station, houses, factories and 
the port warehouse were destroyed. The 
cruisers also directed their fire at x 
mountain where Montenegrins had tak- 
en refuge. 

These refugees returned the fire, 
whereupon the cruisers redoubled their 
attack upon the town and its suburbs, 
destroying many houses. One cruiser 
then entered the port and, resuming the 
bombardment, destroyed the maritime 
station and storehouses. The warshins 
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| then sailed in the direction of Cattaro.

PARIS EASIER FOR 
ARMY ON MARCH 


Finest Roads in Europe There, 
TRough Distance From Metz 
Is Shorter. | 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reaw of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—In trying to 
crush an opening through Belgium into 
France for his armies, the German 
Kaiser is laying waste a spot where 
blooms the finest flower of civilization, 
& place in which there are churches and 
cathedrals, factories and schools of great 
renown, and agriculture developed bv 
the maost intensive cultivation. On aa 
acreage a small fraction more than one- 
fourth that of Pennsylvania, lives a 
population only 249,000 less than that of

On their part 
the three great signatories stand 
pledged to observe our neutral position 
and leave our territory untouched by 
their military operations.” ' 

Important Lines in Belgium. 

The important railroad lines from 
Paris northward pass into Belgium not 
far west of the Belgian line. )Whether 
the main bolt of the German army, to be 
shot at Paria, is aimed through the 
breach the German armies are making 
in Belgium, or whether it is to go 
through the frontier farther east and 
south, nearér the Vosges Mountains, as 
it did in the Franco-Prussian campaign, 
it is important that Germans shall un- 
dertake to control the lines of easy trav- 
el between England and France .vin 
Calais, Dunkirk and Ostend.

Before retiring from Muelhausen, 
the German troops are said to have’ 
set fire to many buildings, especially 
the warehouses where food and for- 
age were stored, and the Forest of 
Hard, near Colmar, is said to have 
been razed.

Germany today is similar to that which 
confronted Frederick the Great in the 
Seven Years War in 1756, an echo ol 
which was the French and Indian War 
Opposed to Frederick 
were the allied armies Saxony, 
France, Austria and Russia. Though 


greatly outnumbered, the Prussians not 
only held their own, but completed the 
war by gaining the Province of Silesia. 
Yet the war was largely the result of 
the aggressions of Prussia. Prussia had 
taken a-large part of Saxony and an- 
nexed it to Prussia. | 

Carlyle in his ‘Frederick the Great’’ 
says: ‘“‘Seldom was there such a com- 
bination against any man as then 
against Frederick after his Saxon per- 
formances in 1766. The extent of his sin, 
which is now ascertained to have been 
what we saw, was at that time consid- 
ered to transcend all computation and 
to mark him out for partition, for sup- 
pression and enchainment as the gen- 
eral enemy of mankind.” 

Some such feeling seems:to animate 
the peoples and Governments opposed to 
Germany today. Frederick preceded his 
aggressions by building up the greatést 
and best disciplined military machine of 
his age. The present Kaiser has built 
a similar machine and pitted it against 
the combined armies of Britain, France 
and Russia. 

Russians Slow to Move. 

Prussia geographically, with respect to 

her allied enemies, occupied a central 
position, which afforded ready oppor- 
tunity for rapid concentration in any 
direction. Frederick knew that the Aus- 
trians were slow in their military move- 
memis as the present Emperor Wilhelm 
knows the Rusians,.judged by European 
standards, are slow in their mobilization 
and concentration movements. 
He therefore concentrated his forces 
against the French, met them at Ross- 
bach. Nov. 5, 1757, and although out- 
numbered three to one, defeated them 
with such loss that he was able to leave 
them opposed by a small screen and 
march rapidly against the Austrians, 
whom he met at Leuthen, Dec. 5, 1757. 

This ‘march of the Prusas/an army was 
noted for the fact that although it im- 
mediately followed the severe battle of 
Rossbach it was pushed with such vigor 
that in 380 days Frederick marched his 
army,a distance of 350 miles and con- 
fronted the Austrians. The Prussians at 
Leuthen numbered but 30,000—the Aus- 
trians 8,000. The Prussians captured 
21,000 prisoners and 116 guns and ob- 
tained a firmer hold on Silesia. 

The German Government today un- 
doubtedly believes itself thoroughly pre- 
pared for the present crisis. It did not 
throw down the gage of battle without 
full study of the effects of the entry of 
Great Britain and all other possible op- 
ponents into the field. 

Wer Games Useful.

Their opponents are undoubtedly mak- 
ing similar reconnaissances in force, in 
advance of their own main movements 
and to obtain information of the lines 
of German advance. The meeting of 
these forces will result in head-on col- 
lisions—rencontres ag they are called— 
some of which though sanguinary will 
have no effect on the campaign no mat- 
ter what the local result may. be. 

While it seems clear to the military 
mind that the present campaign will be 
aggressive on the part of Germany, it 
is not at all clear that the same course 
will not be adopted by France and Rus- 
sia. To immobilize the Russian forces. 
so far as the German campaign is con- 
cerned, the best principles of strategy 
would require either that they be con- 
tained by detachments of thé German 
and Austrian armies or that an offen- 
sive movement on the part of Austria 
be launched against Russia. It is rea- 
sonable to believe that such a move- 
ment will shortly be reported. 

Advantage in Offensive. 

The strategical offensive in warfare 
has many advantages in a terrain such 
as that presented by Western Burope. 
Von der Goltz in his work on “The 
Conduct of War” says: “The strategi¢a’' 
offensive is, as We have seen, a conse- 
quence of political straining after some 
definite object, the feeling of power to 
obtain this object, and distinct con- 
sciousness of superiority over the en- 
emy.’’ The application of this defini- 
tion to the present attitude and proba- 
ble course of action of Germany is left 
with the reader. 


* 

The offensive offers opportunity for 
surprise and rapidity af movement. It 
incites boldness and limits the field for 
errors. The aggressor has a definite 
purpose and his opponent is led to con- 
form his movements to those dictated 
by the aggressive movements of the 
other. The aggressor is generally suc- 
cessful when he wins a material ad- 
vantage at one point, for the positions 
of the defender usually constitute a 
strategic structure which is greatly im- 
paired by the loss of one of its parts. 

The aggtessor may select the point of 
attack and concentrate against it, while 
the defender must be prepared at a!! 
points. The disadvantages of the strate- 
gical offensive are that it involves 
rapid and fatiguing marches on the 
troops, involving losses which frequent- 
ly exceed those of battle. The country 
through which the advance ig made iz 
usually hostile, and detachments must 
be made to protect the line of communi. 
cation. Advancing armies are thus fre- 
quently caused to melt away before 


reaching the objective. 
Tho force at the head of “the-army

Napoleon in 1812 invaded Russia with 
| 442,000, but reached Moscow with but 
95,000.. Marshal Massena crossed 
Pyrenees with 400,000 Frenchmen, but 
arrived before Lislou with but 46,000. 
In the last war between Germany and 
France the Germans crossed the frontier 
in 1870 with 372,000 men, but reached 
Paris with but 171,000 after a campaign 
of only six weeks. . 

It would seem, however, that the great 
waste in mén and ‘ahimals entailed by 
the strategical offensive is determinei 
not only by the extent of the resistance 
met but by the character of the terrai" 
to be traversed and the distance of the 
objective from the base. The terrain 
presented by modern France and Ger- 
many, with their good roads and rail- 
roads, is very different from that trav- 
ersed by Napoleon and Massena in the 
advances above referred to. 

Under the present military status Ger- 
many and Austria must either furnish 
a containing force against France and 
concentrate all available military 
strength against Russia, or they must 
do as Frederick the Great did and de- 
vote all their military resources to over- 
coming the French opposition. Against 
the Russians they would leave only suf- 
ficient forces to delay their advance on 
Berlin or Vienna until the French cam- 
paign could be finished. It seems to be 
the consensus of @epinion of military men 
that the German-Austrian allies will fol- 
low this last plan. Whichever plan they 
may adopt, they must act on the aggres- 
sive and push the campaign hard in 
order to overcome their opponents in 
detail before they can unite their mill- 
tary forces. 

First Move on France. 


On the assumption that the first move 
will be against France, it must come be- 
tween Switzerland and the English 
Channel. The French border is defend- 
ed by a strong line of forts from the 
Swiss border to Dpinal and from Toul to 
Verdun, leaving 2 gap of 20 miles be- 
tween Epinal and Toul. North of Ver- 
dun, along the Belgian border, are iso- 
lated fortified places, with intervals of 
about 2 miles between them. 

If Germany is to move rapidly so as to 
crush the French before they can con- 
centrate their armies the Germans must 
move through the Epinal-Toul gap or 
through Belgium north of Verdun. Ac- 
counts of military movements to date 
indicate that Geramny is preparing to 
move armies by both routes. A glance 
at a map of the railroad lines of North 
Europe will show that the main German 
arimes can be most quickly concentrat- 
ed along the Belgian-Luxemburg 
frontier. ‘The troops from Austria and 
South Germany can be most readily 
moved. to positions a Belfort and 
Nancy. 

A study of the Oatuiekeaxuaie peace 
disposition shows % army corps in Ger- 
many and 16 army corps in -Austria. 
These may be taken as 35,000 men each. 
Germany has 10 corps along the French 
border that could be mobilized and dis- 
tributed as a frontier guard in one week, 
These advance forces would also pro- 
ceed to seize places of importance to 
the later advance of the main armies. 
These are the encounters that are being 
reported at present. 

May Use Whole Army. 


Along the Russian frontier Germany 
has five army corps and Austria has 
three. There is no news showing wheth- 
er these will be retained to reinforce the 
reserves in delaying Russia's advance 
or whether the Emperors will resort to 
the extreme measure of launching all 
of their active army against France, 
leaving only the reserves as a contain- 
ing force against Russia.

It was at the battle of Woerth, in the 
Vosges Mountains of Alsace. He was a 
Sergeant in the Fourth Company of the 
Fifty-eighth Regiment. The French had 
been defeated at Saarbrueken and at 
Weisenburg and had fallen oack to 
Woerth and were intenched in a wuoded 
plain at the top of a steep hill, the sides 
of which were covered with vineyards, 
through which the Prussians charged 
with difficulty. 

Jordan's company reached the top of 
the hill and was pushing forward 
through the vines when Jordan tripped 
over a wire and fell. Struggling to his 
feet, he pressed forward, supposing his 
company was doing the same, crossed a 
broad road and reached a line of trees. 
Taking shelter behind a tree, he was 
blazing away at the French when he 
discovered that he was alone, none of 
the other Prussians having crossed the 
road. 

Held His Position Behind Thee. 

He could not go back. He would have 
been shot if he had left the shelter of 
the tree. He held his position, firing as 
rapidly as he could, until an officer of 
his company, discovering his plight, 
came to his assistance with a handful of . 
men, drove the French further into the 
woods and then withdrew, taking Jor- 
dan with them. 
After three charges the Prussians took 
the position. Jordan and his company 
pursued them to Sedan and after that 
battle aided in the siege of Paris. He 
entered the city wi:en it fell and was at 
Versailles when the Prussian King was 
crowned Emperor. The iron cross was 
presented to him on his twenty-third 
birthday, Oct. 22, 1871. 


Dr. Kinner Has Silwer Medal. 
Dr. Hugo Kinner, 74 years old, of 1103 


Rutger street, a surgeon in the Prussian 
army during the war with the Danes 
in 1864, was another veteran present at 
the protest meeting. He has offered his 
services to Germany during the present 
conflict. He believes that before an- 
other week has passed the world will 
witness another Waterloo or Sean, in 
which Germany will prove victor. 

Dr. Kinner thinks that Germany, with 
her present fighting facilities, is capa- 
ble of defeating the nations allied 
against her, and will administer a sound 
drubbing to England if necessary. 

Dr. Kinner wears a silver medal given 
to him by the Duke of Anhalt for his 
medical services in the Prussian army. 
He says that when a youth he played 
with the Duke's sister, later the Princess 
Maria Anna of Prussia.

TWO PROPRIETORS 
OF STORE HELD 
AFTER EXPLOSION 


Arrested With Two Companions 
When Police Find Fuse on 
Cigar Shop Floor. 


ae ae 

Frank Margulis of 1723 Biddle street 
and Samuel Eastman of 207 Thomas 
street, proprietors of a cigar store at 
509 North Eighteenth street, which was 


wrecked by an explosion Sunday night, 
were arrested Monday morning. Two 
men on whom Eastman depends to 
prove an alibi also were taken into cus- 
tody. 

Seven young women residents of the 
Woman's Christian Home, 1814 Wash- 
ington avenue, will be called by the po- 
lice in an effort to identify three of the 
prisoners as men they saw running 
from the rear of the cigar store a few 
minutes before the explosion. 

In addition to the damage to the ci- 
gar store, the building, the greater part 
of which is occupied by Langan Bros. 
Furniture: and Storage Co., was dam- 
aged about $1500, and the stock in the 
hat store of Burkert & Gayle, 611 North 
Highteenth street, was damaged. The 
cigar store stock was insured for $1900. 

Fuse on Fileor, 

Firemen, who broke open a rear 4por 
of the cigar store found a partly burned 
fuse, which they said bore an odor of 
gasoline, leading from just outside the 
door to about the center of the store. 

Margulis and Eastman deny knowledge 
of the cause of the explosion. Margulis 
told the police that he was not in the 
store after 1 p. m. He said that after 
having dinner at home he visited his 
brother at 147 Belt avenue, and at 7:15 
Pp. m. went home, where he remained, 
retiring to bed at 10:15. The explosion 
was at 10:55. 

Eastman said that he left the store at 
8:25 p. m. and went with Abraham Israel 
of 1906% O’Fallon street and David Fried- 


Garden. They left the garden at 11:14, 

he said, taking a Page car and getting 

Jefferson avenue transfers. They did 

not use the transfers, but walked north 

from Washington avenue, he said. 
Two Transfers Found. 

The police found two Jefferson avenue 
‘transfers from the Page line tn East- 
man’s pocket, and one in Israel's. They 
were timed at 11:40 p. m. The police at 


first considered the transfers to be ma- 


terial evidence, holding that if the men 
had boarded a Page car near the cigar 
store after 10:40 p. m. the conductor 
would have -given them transfers 


4punched for 11:40. 


Israel and Friedman were held pend- 
ing the investigation. 

The young women who told the police 
they saw three men running from the 
rear of the cigar store are Misses Elsie 
Wackelin, Edith Allen, Gladys Gray, 
Gladys Roth, Dollie Durick, Margaret 
Durick and Josephige Crockett. 

Mrs. W. H: Fraley of Carbondale, Ii1., 
a guest of the Marquette Hotel, directly 
across the street from the cigar store, 
was slightly bruised as a result of the 
explosion. She was stepping from the 
car at the time of the explosion. Other 
passengers became panic-stricken by the 
explosion and trampled her.

Auto Drivers Complain of the 
Antics of Alarm at Tracks 
in Clayton. 


Much complaint has been made by 
motorists in the last few weeks wh» 
cross the Rock Island railroad at For- 
sythe boulevard, in Clayton. owing to 
the fact that the crossing signal bel!

THE WORLD’S COSTLIEST REAL ESTATE. 

City frontage and acreage property in Alsace 
Lorraine are not held at prices proportionately 
greater than in equally favored sections to the 
west in France or to the east in Germany, and 
still it is the most costly real estate in the world. 

Militarism bégan to be an oppressive burden, 
began to pass all bounds, when Alsace-Lorrains 
was transferred from the jurisdiction of Paris 
to the jurisdiction of Berlin in 1871. France 
had no burning determination to get back the 
five milliards in money she paid in war indem 
nity, but her oné national hope has been to get 
back sOthetime the forfeited province. 

Germany, knowing that one day she would 
have to fight for it again, multiplied her re 
sources for keeping it. Every time a new wreath 
was placed on the monument in Paris to the 
lost Alsatian capital, Steassburg, Germany forged 
new cannon and added a regiment to her soldiery. 

And with each increase in Germany’s organized 
war stréngth, France taxed herself for corre 
sponding increases in her own forces. For ‘40 
years Germany has set the pace in preparations 
and the rest of Europe has impoverished itself 
trying to keep up. The burden of cost has 
mounted ever higher and higher. While the 
support of the fulcrum has fot always been 
apparent, Alsace-Lorraine has been the center 
around which international politics in Burope 
has moved for a generation. 


6603 square milés in the world worth so much? 
Thé billions upon billions spent in peace and 
the billions upon billions more to be spent in 
this war might have purchased every foot of 
Alsacée-Lorraine territory at prices paid for the 
niost costly building sites in London and New 
York and St. Louis. It might have paved the 
entire province with silver dollars. 
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BIG TRAFFIO, LITTLE PROFIT. 

Western roads are hauling an enormous ton- 
mage of wheat; they look forward to hauling a 
big, corn crop. 

But the business is one-sided and does little to 
fatten failroad bank balances. 
Cars that in normal times would come west 
loaded with merchandise now come empty; the 
volume of general freight is very small. 

Hauling empties West to take grain back East 
makes two trips for one profit. 
The Western roads, however, do not find this 
sitnation an unmixed evil. If they had anything 
like the usual movement of general freight to 
handle, they couldn’t begin to move the crop as 
readily as they are moving it. There would be a 
car shortage that would evoke a howl of rage 
throughout the land. The troubled railrostis 
escape that infliction. 
And, having seen this country bob serenely up 
after a good many dull periods, they are not wor- 
ried about the future—only about the present. 
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TOO SYMPATHETIC. 
Senators who delay and oppose the bill admit- 
ting foreign-built ships to American registry in 
this crisis, on the ground that the action may 
inflict loss upon the poor little American Ship- 
ping Trust, are too sympathetic by far. They 
should dry their tears, calm their bosoms, and 
sacrifice their corporate affections upon the altar 
of stern public duty. Otherwise their constitu- 
ents may be tempted to make the sacrifice, with 
the sobbing Senators upon the sacrificial altar. 
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ITALY’S ATTITUDE. 
Italians hate Austria for old wrongs suffered at 
Austrian hands in war. 
Italians have a racial affinity with the French, 
Latins like themselves, and have only a mild feel- 
ing of obligation to Germany for past favors, ren- 
dered quite as much for the gain of the giver as 
for that of the recipient. 
Italy’s Queen is the daughter of the King of 
Montenegro; Montenegro is at war with Austria, 
Germany’s ally.
